Washington Carver endowed chair position shall engage
in research, demonstration, and education activities

relating to biomanufacturing or biorefining. The
purpose of the position shall include the
identification, development, and improvement of one or
more of the following:

a. Practices, techniques, or technology to
conserve or enhance soil and water resources required
for agricultural production and to maximize the

roduction of crops for animal agriculture,
iomanufacturing, or biorefining.

b. uality management processes used in
biomanufacturing including but not limited to
improving efficiencies in the use of resources
including feedstocks and water resources.

C. Technolo?ies and methods which simultaneously
maximize the value of crops used as feedstock in
biomanufacturing products and coproducts.

d. Genetic characteristics in crops and
agricultural animals which simultaneously maximize
agricultural production and increase efficiencies in
bromanufacturing products and coproducts.

e. Agricultural practices, biomanufacturing, and
biorefining processes which enhance lowa"s natural
resources while ensuring that the state is
competitively viable in the production of agricultural
animals, biomanufacturing, and biorefining.

2. For purposes of_this section, unless the
context otherwise requires:

a. "Biomanufacturing” means the manufacturing of
products derived from processing biomass as a
substitute for petroleum including but not limited to
the production of renewable fuel and other high=value
products and coproducts used in formulating rations
fed to agricultural animals.

b. "Biorefinin%" means an integrated process that
uses biomass as a Teedstock for conversion into a

ran?e of differentiated products such as transport
fuels and bulk and fine chemicals, and uses waste
biomass for heat or power.

3. Moneys appropriated for purposes of the George
Washington Carver endowed chair as provided by this
section shall be allocated only to the extent that the
state moneys are matched from other sources by the
lowa state university of science and technology on a
basis of a two dollar university contribution for
every one dollar appropriated under this section.>>
